Russia's Actions Unlike Words 


Actions and words continue to bear little re­ 
semblance to one another as far as the Sov iet 
Union and the Middle East are concerned 
Although Russia ostensibly has been working 
toward restoring peace in the Middle East by 
participating in the big-power talks in recent 
months, the Sov iets hav e not reduced their ship­ 
ments of war material to the Arab states. 
Reports coming out of Egy pt indicate Czecho­ 
slov akia deliv ered about 100 amphibious ar­ 
mored personnel carriers to that nation within 
the last three weeks. 
'nd the Sov iet Union has continued shipments 
of pontoons and other bridging eq uipment suita­ 


ble for riv er crossings, shipments which began 
months ago. 
Russia also has deliv ered between 20 and 40 
Sukhoi-7 jet fighter-bombers to the Egy ptian air 
force in the last eight months. This is believ ed 
to hav e raised the Egy ptian air force’s fighter- 
bomber fleet to 90, about 35 more than it had 
prior to the war with Israel in June of 1967. 
The Sov iet Union’s words to the effect that it 
is concerned about renewed warfare in the Mtd- 
die East carry little conv iction when they are 
matched against the continuing shipment of the 
tools of war to “their side.” 
Reliable Police Essential 


WASHINGTON (NEA) - A close friend, v ice 
president of one of the nation’s great univ ersi­ 
ties, recently v isited here. 
ne was in despair. He saw no way out of tne 
problems of his school and other schools wiih 
which he was familiar. 
As our talk went on, it was clear he was 
less worried by the students than by the l-c- 
uliv . He hr.d found among them a widespread 
deep and irrational hatred of the police. Not 
a particular ro'iceman. Not a specific poll:« 
force. But the police. Not just police on camp­ 
us but all police. 
This reporter has now done some checking 
elsewhere. He has discov ered no objectiv e da’« 
which lists how v arious groupings re a 't to 
to the police. But what this reporter has ¡earn­ 
ed thus far tends to confirm that the hatred 
this univ ersity administrator saw in his own 
school is widespread. 


THERE ARE obv ious'y some v ery bad in­ 
div idual policemen. Some seem to be sadists— 
brutal, cruel and sav age. Others are inent, 
bumbling men, getting out of hand when a sit­ 
uation ov erwhelms them. There are some cor­ 
rupt and v enal police departments whose ob­ 
jectiv es seem to be self-aggrandizement and 
repression rather than justice and ev en-hand­ 
ed protection. 
Such deficient men must be eliminated from 
the force. Such corrupt departments—and their 
chieftains—must go. It is necessary that no one 
stand by Idly , for one of the most effectiv e 
tools of a totalitarian society this reporier 
learned first hand in prewar Japan is a brutal.

Ev ery under­ 
ground terrorist insurgency this reporter has 
seen in operation first-hand has mad* des­ 
truction of the police its major objectiv e 
We hav e seen this trend here among some 
v iolent groups. Destruction of the police was the 
objectiv e of a small neo-Fascist faction in the 
march on Chicago. It was the purpose of one 
segment of the rioters at Columbia Univ ersity . 
In a totalitarian society , police are the sy m­ 
bol of ty ranny and regression. In a free so­ 
ciety , “ police” are the target because they are 
something which stands in the path of men 
wanting their own way , regardless. 


A French 
‘Ticket‘ 
It may not be ex actly politics in the Ameri­ 
can sty le but the announcement Thursday in 
Paris that Pierre Mendes-France, a former 
French premier, has signed on as “running 
m ate” of the Socialist presidential candidate, 
Gaston Defferre, is a mov e in that direction. 
For the agreement of the two leftist leaders 
to campaign together in the race to succeed 
Chrrles de Gaulle represents the first “ ticket” 
in French election history . 
In a joint press conference, presidential hope­ 
ful Defferre announced that, if elected, he 
would name Mendes-France, hero of the French 
leftwing intellectuals, as his prime minister. 
Current public opinion polls show Defferre far 
behind the two leading candidates, Georges 
Pompidou and Alain Poher, interim president. 
But French political observ ers feel that an­ 
nouncement of the “ticket” undoubtedly will 
add v otes to the Defferre column on election 
day . 
It will be Interesting to see whether other 
candidates follow Defferre’s lead and se ect 
“ running mates” in the American sty le or stick 
to the traditional one-msn candidacv . 
Successful or not, Defferre’s “ticket” mov e 
could change the complex ion of electioneering 
in France.

Music has been a part of Salem s civ ic life 
down through the y ears. Pioneers oigau.z d 
the first band in 1840. It was named “Salem 
Whig Band.” The Whigs were a po iticai par­ 
ty which were succeeded by the Republican 
party . 
Among the men affiliated with the band were 
J'jhn Hinshe'wood, Thomas Sharp.ia^k. Phil p 
Matthews, Jesse Hise and Lewis Keene This 
band was continued until 1846. 
Around the y ear 1855 another oand was or­ 
ganized for the presidential campaign of 18 56. 
In 1856 James Buchanan, Pennsy lv ania Demo­ 
crat, was elected President of the United 
States and serv ed one term, 18 57-18 61. 
The 
Salem 
Cornet 
Band 
was 
organzed 
around 1865 with N. B. Garrigues as leader. 
In 18 70 uniforms were purchased at a cost of 
ground $8 00. On Jan. 3, 1875, this band gav e 
an entertainment in Concert Hall and featured 
Miss Abbie Whinnery , a famous Salem singer, 
who had just returned from Europe This con­ 
cert netted the band $260. 
If y ou were a teen-ager or y oung adult in 
the early 1900’s y ou will remember the old 
roller skating rink at the northeast comer of 
E. Pershing and Penn Streets. The rink was 
operated by J. B. Kay , who prev iously used 
the building for a flour mill. 
Skating parties were popular in those day s 
a nd Carl Juergens, an old-timer, say s that he 
ska ted “thousands of miles” on that floor. 
Other memories linger around that buildh g. 
It wa s used by Salem churches for a unio n 
city -wide rev iv a l a t which ma ny 
people made 
a decisio n fo r Christ. During World War 
I it 
wa s turned into a n a rmo ry . The building wa s 
destro y ed by fire In the fa ll o f 
1917 
In pio neer da y s, Eno ch P. Va n Sy o c, a Penn- 
ly lv a nia Qua ker, ha d a flo ur mill o n this 
com- 
jr. He wa s a ssisted by a so n, Albert, Ano ther 
io n, Willia ms a n a rchitect, wo rked o n the o ld 


J. T. Brooks mansion on Highland Av e when 
it was under construction. The VaaSy oc home­ 
stead was at the end of S. Lincoln Av e. ,on 
the east side. 
The history of Columbiana County published 
in (18 79) records that the winter of 18 05-06, the 
Zadok Street Sr. family had left their nativ e 
home in Salem, N.J., and were in Brownsv ille, 
Pa., formerly Redstone, a Friends settlement. 
This same winter (18 05 06) Zadok and his 
son, John, came to what is now the Salem 
area to v isit friends. Zadok wag ao pleased 
with the lay of the land that he purchased a 
q uarter section. It was the spring of 18 06 that 
Zadok, his wife, Eunice, and their children, 
Anson, John, Anna and her husband Robert 
French, came to Salem to make their home. 
The trip was made in wagons. One daughter, 
Ly dia, died en route. 
Zadok Street, Sr., was 55-y ears-old when ha 
came to Salem and little is known of him prior 
to this time, according to Historian Hunf. He 
died Oct. 28 , 18 07. Howev er, Zadok was a pio­ 
neer with a purpose. His long-range v ision. It 
didn't take Zadok long to put his plans perk­ 
ing. He was not only pleased with the lay of 
the land, but he v isioned its possibilities as a 
town. 
At this point. John Straughn (Strawn) comes 
to the scene of the pioneers. John came from 
Bucks County , Pa. in 18 04, and was co-founder 
of the v illage of Salem. A plat now called the 
“ Original] Salem” bears the date of April 30, 
18 06. 
The Street and Strawn farms which were laid 
Into lots were at the intersection of the town­ 
ships of Butler, Salem, Goshen and Green. 
All the lots in the Salem plat were 6 0 feet 
wide a nd 180 feet long. Names o f Its sev en 
streets were: Hig h (now E. and W. Third); Dry 
(no w E. a nd W. Pershing); Green (now 
E. 
gina! name); Range (now N. Ellsworth); Ho- 
a nd W. Second); Race (which retains its ori- 
wa rd (North a nd South) a nd Wa ter St. 


Fingering the Faculties

In the past two y ears I hav e, in composing 
these weekly pieces, hesitated to add to the tor­ 
rent of comment about the campus ordeals. One 
reason for this restraint has been my isolation 
in the high tower of journalism where one sees 
so many and knows so few. I simply do not 
know enough students to understand what has 
gotten into them. 


It has been 17 y ears since I terminated my 
professorship at Columbia Univ ersity after hav ­ 
ing dropped the single course which I had of­ 
fered for some y ears before retirement. Since 
then, ex cept for v isits to a few univ ersities and 
rather casual attendance at meetings of boards 
of trustees of which I hav e been a member, my 
relations with the academic community hav e 
been minimal. 


BUT WHAT I READ in the press of the reac­ 
tions of administrators, trustees and faculties to 
student unrest encourages me to believ e 
a bit 
of history of which I hav e personal knowledge 
may be useful. My relationship with Columbia 
began as a graduate student in 1914. My major 
professor was the distinguished Charles 
A. 
Beard. 
In 1917 the trustees summarily dismissed 
Prof. James M. Cattell, a noted psy chologist 
and full professor. Also, as I remember, two 
minor faculty members also were fired. The 
reason giv en but not clearly understood was tha 
opposition of these men to our entrance into 
World War I. 
There were also abrasiv e relations between 
Cattell and President Butler. There was a great 
uproar at the time and Beard resigned in pro­ 
test against the action of the trustees. The trus­ 
tees apparently decided that nev er again would 
they interfere in faculty affairs. 
When I was appointed in 1923, the choice was 
not only made by the faculty but the depart­ 
ment in which I became a member. I wa s told 
that the trustees’ confirmation 
wa s only per­ 
functory . The confirmation of my appointment 
signed by the secretary of the univ ersity said 
that my appointment “ will continue during the 
pleasure of the trustees.” 
That was what has come to be called “ten­ 
ure.” In all the y ears that followed until my re­ 
tirement. all appointments and promotions were 
decided by the v arious faculties of the univ ersi­ 
ty through the departments. FFaculties also de­ 
termine what should be taught and how. Thus 
their power ov er academic matters is relativ ely 
suoreme. 
On one occasion the dean of Barnard College, 
Virginia Gildersleev e. told me that she con­ 
ceiv ed of her office as mostly ceremonial and 
budgetary . She said that she was there “to keep 
the faculty happy .” 
In the 1940s a trustee friend of mine told me 
that May or La Guardia was not going to run 
tor a fourth term and wished abov e all to b* 
appointed a professor In the department of 
which I was a member. 


I asked him why the chairman of the trus­ 
tees, Frederick Coy kendall, did not suggest the 
appointment to our department. “ Oh,” he an­ 
swered, “Fred is for the appointment but he 
knows that if the faculty should know this it 
would kill the idea.” I consulted the member* 
of my department. The answer was “No.” The 
appointment was not made. 
My point in this recital is to show how com­ 
pletely in this institution, along with other ma­ 
jor institutions, appointments and educational 
policies are determined by faculties. In the 
course of the past four decades, administrators 
and trustees were relegated to merely routine 
chores. So far as the students are concerned, 
the faculties are supreme. 
But in the conv ulsions now shaking our insti­ 
tutions, the presidents and the administrators 
hav e been more or less innocent Victims of stu­ 
dent resentment. They are harassed, attacked 
and beleagured by the students from whom 
they hav e been literally isolated by the facul­ 
ties. 
If. as I believ e, student unrest is largely root­ 
ed in the q uality of the education they are get­ 
ting, the demonstrators are barking up the 
wrong tree. 
These faculties claim ascendancy in many 
disciplines. They are the leaders in science and 
technology ; they teach people how to write 
books and how to ex plain the past, but they 
hav e not y et been able to tell us clearly what is 
wrong with the institutions which they largely 
control. 


THEY CLAIM EXPERTISE in human behav ­ 
ior but they can’t agree about the behav ior of 
the students they see ev ery day . There are 
huge departments of gov ernment in which they 
tell gov ernments how to gov ern but they cannot 
gov ern themselv es and their students. 
t 
And when institutions are disrupted and para­ 
ly zed by student attacks, faculties show them­ 
selv es to be wholly div ided among themselv es 
or critical of what administrators hav e done to 
restore order and keep the institutions open. 
In short, the maintenance of that peace and 
o rder, without which there can be no education, 
is frustra ted Dy the faculties. This not only en­ 
co ura g es student unrest but make academic 
freedo m mea ning less.

I t Plain 


WASHINGTON — President Nix on has laid 
before the world In unmistakable terms the 
American case in the Vietnam War. 
He has made it plain that the United States is 
not fighting just a little war in Asia or seeking 
territory or other adv antages for itself but is 
try ing conscientiously to find a way to deter fu­ 
ture aggressions and prev ent a bigger war. 
Mr. Nix on, moreov er, emphasizes that he 
wants the Vietnam conflict ended “permanent­ 
ly ,” so that the “y winger brothers of our sol­ 
diers in Vietnam will not hav e to fight in tha 
future in another Vietnam someplace else in the 
world.” 


THE PRESIDENT obv iously Is offering pro­ 
posals that are not so rigid as to prohibit count­ 
er-suggestions and modifications. But he doea 


not budge from his fundamental concept that 
there mast be a peace which is guaranteed un­ 
der some form of international superv ision. 
Mr. Nix on has indicated clearly that, while 
the United States is not try ing to impose “a 
purely military solution on the battlefield,” it 
will not consent to any “one-sided withdrawal 
from Vietnam” or the acceptance of terms that 
would amount to a “disguised American de­ 
feat.” 
i abandon the peop’e of South Vietnam, he 
au.ls, would “risk a massacre that would shock 
and dismay ev ery one in the world who v alues 
human life.” 


The President goes ev en further-he predicts 
that the long-term hopes for peace in the world 
would be threatened unless a satisfactory settle­ 
ment In Vietnam is assured. 


He makes it plain that the United States Is 
willing to talk about almost ev ery thing but that 
“ io preater mistake could be made than to con 
fuse flex ibility with weakness or of being rea­ 
sonable with lack of resolution.” 
Basically , the President has put greatest 
weight on the need for some “international su­ 
perv isory body , acceptable to both sides; which 
would be created “for the purpose of v erify ing 
withdrawals.” 


Such an international authority would begin 
operating under an “agreed timetable” and 
would participate in arranging 
s u p e r v i s e d 
cease-fires In Vietnam. The international com­ 
mission would also superv ise the elections to ba 
held in South Vietnam and would insure that 
the peace terms are carried out. 
Unfortunately , in the case of Korea, although 
an international superv isory mechanism was 
established, it was nev er permitted to operata 
effectiv ely . 


Hie president, in his TV address arguing for 
a peace settlement, has opened lots of doors but 
much depend? upon whether the Hanoi gov ern­ 
ment will be persuaded by the Sov iet Union 
that the time has come to end the war and take 
a step toward world peace. 


Mr. Nix on was right in his decision to make a 
comprehensiv e statement at this stage in the 
negotiations so that all nations would under­ 
stand the earnest desire of the United States to 
make peace and would realize, too, that there 
will hav e to be a large measure of co-operation 
by the other side. 


As might be ex pected, the first comments 
from Hanoi, Moscow and Peking are negativ e. 
For the Communists hav e a way of dealing with 
the public statements of other countries as if 
they were merely propaganda. 
It remains to be seen whether, in the priv acy 
of the negotiations at Paris or in the talks 
through diplomatic channels, there will be 
a 
recognition by the Communists that they are 
faced now with a major decision and that the 
United States is willing to terminate the war on 
an honorable basis. 


CERTAINLY MR. NIXON’S speech ha s re­ 
ceiv ed wha t appears to be a majority support 
In Co ng ress from both parties and the na tio n 
America n objectiv es. 
But the key to the problem lies in Moscow 
a nd Peking . 
Will the Communist gov ernments assume that 
America ’s eagerness for peace means that 
No rth Vietna m can persist In its Intransigence 
a nd dema nd its own kind of “coalition” in 
South Vietna m which could result in a Commu­ 
nist ta keo v er and the failure of the American 
effo rt In Vietnam? 
The real q uestion is whether President Nix on 
will win widespread support throughout the 
world for his demand that there must be inter­ 
national superv ision If any settlement reached 
is to prov e effectiv e.

Longfellow wrote, “ In this world i 
man must either be a hammer or an 
anv il.” His words ex aggerate a point 
worth thinking about.

A — Osteomy elitis is an in­ 
fection of the tx ne marrow, 
u su ally cau sed by staphlococci 
following a skin infection, in­ 
fected bu rn, chicken pox or an 
open fractu re. The injected bone 
area mu st be opened, scraped 
and irrigated with an antibiotic 
and detergent. Before modern 
treatment with antibiotics be­ 
came av ailable the disease was 
often chronic and crippling. 
Q — My son, 3, is a v ery 
poor eater He ju mps a lot in 
his sleep. Do y ou think he has 
worms? 
A — He may or may not hav e 
worms bu t they wou ld not ac­ 
cou nt for his sy mptoms in any 
case. Variations in appetite are 
not u nu su al at this age and 
shou ld be ignored u nless y ou r 
son is losing weight.

CINCINNATI (AP) - Cincin­ 
nati residents, u nder the threat 
of a 19 -day school shu tdown, 
v ote today on a 5.2 mill addi­ 
tional operating lev y . 
The Hamilton Cou nty Board 
of Elections estimates 110,000- 
or 6 3 per cent of the city ’s regis­ 
tered v oters - will cast ballots. 
If the lev y fails, school offi­ 
cials say they will close schooi 
doors to the sy stem’s 85,000 
stu dents and 3.200 teachers for 
fiv e day s in Ju ne and 14 day s 
in Nov ember. 
The sy stem already 
has an 
$8 million deficit and school of­ 
ficials say it will reach $12 mil­ 
lion by 1970 if the lev y fails. 
Althou gh 
optimistic, 
school 
officials braced for the 19 -day 
shu tdown which is calcu lated to 


trim the $53,813,000 bu dget by 
$3.8 million. 
The Cincinnati sy stem 
now 
operates on a 23 5-mill 
lev y - 
iowest of Ohio’s eight 
major 
cities. It has not had a lev y in­ 
crease since 1964. Fou r addi­ 
tional miUages hav e been de­ 
feated since 1964.
